1  an  afraid:,  interfere  w.ith  the  Dol.ioy  that  we  have  been  pursuing  for  the  le,3t 
year  in  the  University,  We  have  united  the  denar tneints  of  Gynaecology  and 
Obstetrics;,  having  brought  Dr,  Watson  fron  the  Old  Country  to  be  the  head  of 
both  d3  Dartne.nts:,  and  for  teaching  Durnoses  to  wish  to  have  this  carries 
throughout  the  University  courses, 

;Ve  should  like  therefore  to  have  at  St,  Vlchae'l"s  one 
nerson  who  would  be  recognised  as  the  head  of  both  deoartnents  as  far  as  the 
teaching  is  concerned.  Dr,  Cleland  is  in  our  ludgnent  thoroughly  conpetent 
as  head  of  both  denartfients:,  and  we  would  gladly  give  him  nronction  on  the 
teaching  side.  Under  bin  as  a  teacher  would  be  the  nan  to  when  Obstetrics 
would  be  chiefly  entrusted:,  and  we  are  auite  satisfied  that  in  St.  ^^ichael'’s
